Pennsylvania farm ers state their 
intention to seed a winter wheat acre­ 
age one per cent greater than the 
planting last fall, in reports to the 
Federal-State Crop 
Reporting Ser­ 
vice, D epartm ent of Agriculture, at 
Harrisburg. 
g 
lf these plans are carried through 
the Pennsylvania wheat plantings this 
fall will total 1,229,000 acres com­ 
pared with the estimated planting of 
1.217.000 acres in the fall of 1925. 
The intended acreage this fall, how­ 
ever, is actually a trifle less than the 
plantings intended for the fall of 1925, 
with which unfavorable weather con­ 
ditions interfered. 
* 
The average abandonment of wheat 
during the past ten years has been 2.7 
per cent of the planted area. 
With 
average abandonment this winter, the 
intended seeding would net a harvest 
of 1,196.000 acres compared with the 
1.180.000 acres harvested this sum ­ 
mer. 
Pennsylvania’s intended wheat acre­ 
age is 8 per cent less than the aver­ 
age fall planting from 1909 to 1913, 
15 per cent lower than the 1914-1918 
average and 7 per cent below th*- 1919- 
1923 average.
